During the transition, letters, received by the Transition 
Office relating to possible Presidential appointments were 
forwarded to the Transition Office of Presidential Personnel for 
appropriate action. Similarly, letters received in the White 
House from November 8, 1988 through January 13, 1989 for 
President-elect Bush on potential nominations were forwarded to 
the Transition Office of Presidential Personnel. My office has 
reviewed all letters received by Transition Personnel concerning 
Senator Tower, and none contain specific allegations of 
impropriety.

W*te”r— 9, who does not wish his identity to be revealed 
outside of the Federal Bureau of Investigation, was advised of 
the identity :of the interviewing agent and was advised of the 
fact that the Federal Bureau of Investigation is currently 
conducting a background investigation concerning former Senator 
JOHN TOWER. The source of this information will be referred to 
in this document as WMFT-9 or as "he". However, no inference 
should be drawn? as to the sex of this individual because of this 
usage. 


WMFT-9 advised that he resided for about three years in 
a condominium building in which the appointee also had a 
residence. This building. Cathedral West, was located at 4100 
Cathedral Avenue, N.W., Washington, D.C. Among the residents of 
this building, the appointee had a reputation of having a 
drinking problem. Residents often spoke of seeing the appointee 
returning home in a condition indicating he had been drinking 
extensively. The source stated, however, that he only saw the 
appointee returning home in such a condition two or three times. 
Each of these instances occurred late at night when the appointee 
was dropped off at the condominium door by another individual and 
he was observed by WMFT-9 to be staggering. In addition, the 
souce saw TOWER drunk at one party during those three years. He 
recalled that, at that party, the appointee also had a large 
argument with his wife, TOWER's first wife. The source stated 
that he never personally observed the appointee drunk or drinking 
other than these above mentioned instances. However, he repeated 
that the appointee was regularly spoken about by his former 
neighbors as having a drinking problem. 

WMFT-9 recalls one additional incident which further 
indicates that the appointee may have had a drinking problem. 
WMFT-9 recalls seeing an automobile which was then located at the 
bottom of a dell or ravine which was immediately next to the 
driveway used to enter the condominium property. The source 
explained that, as one entered the condominium property from 
Connecticut Avenue, it was necessary to drive past this ravine 
which ran parallel to Connecticut Avenue.

ravine after starting to drive down the driveway. When he 
inquired at the front desk of the condominium concerning the car, 
the elderly woman who ran the desk during those years (whose 
identity he does not recall at the present time) stated that "he 
did it again". She went on to explain that the car belonged to 
Senator TOWER who had returned home after drinking extensively 
and had driven the car off the driveway and into the ravine. She 
further indicated that this was the second time this particular 
accident had happened,, the second time TOWER had driven off the 
driveway and into the ravine. The source advised, however, that 
he did not know of any prior instances of this occurring and 
certainly had not seen any. The source stated that he does not 
recall the description of the car in the ravine due to the length 
of time which has passed since then. At the time he saw this car 
in the ravine, he did not know its owner, only learning of 
TOWER's ownership of this car from the desk attendant. 


WMFT-9 advised that, as a result of these accidents and 
the appointee's reputed drinking, several meetings were held of 
the condominium owner's association. The source only attended 
one of these meetings. He recalls questions and discussion 
indicating that several residents of the building wished to have 
TOWER removed from that condominium building. Questions were 
raised concerning writing letters to TOWER and other possible 
actions and solutions. The source advised that he does not know 
what action, if any, was ever taken by this association toward 
TOWER. 


WMFT-9 recalled that this condominium building was one 
of the first condominiums in Washington, D.C. At the time of the 
above incident, the building was occupied by mostly older people. 
The source advised that, even then, he did not get to know his 
neighbors well. As a result of this fact and as a result of the 
time which has passed since the above incident, he is unable to 
recall the names or the identity of other residents, managers, or 
staff at this condominium. The source was unable to suggest 
anyone who could verify the above information. 

WMFT-9 advised that he brought this information to the 
Federal Bureau of Investigation reluctantly. He noted that the 
above information pertains to a time period several years ago. 

He suggested that it is entirely possible that former Senator 
TOWER has put all of this drinking behind himself and that he no 
longer has a problem with abusing alcohol. The source stated 
that he does not wish to make any judgment concerning TOWER based 
on the above, information, but merely wished to make it a matter 
of record.

years old. She mentioned that she herself will have her 
birthday shortly. 

Regarding the appointee's ability to drive after 
consuming alcohol, she recalls on two occasions hearing a loud 
noise shortly before the appointee's entry to the building, which 
she said was the appointee having difficulty negotiating the 
sharp left curve into. the complex with his automobile.

WFT-11 served on the general staff of the U.S. 
delegation to the U.S. /Soviet arms reduction talks in Geneva, 
Switzerland. He traveled with the staff to Geneva and worked 
with them at the State Department. During his work on the staff 
he had occasion to become familiar with JOHN TOWER and other 
members of the staff. He stated TOWER liked to work extremely 
long hours to avoid coming home to his wife. TOWER and his staff 
had parties every Friday, usually at the mission, while in 
Geneva. Parties were not unusual, but TOWER and his people 
seemed to have them twice as often as other ambassadors and 
staffs, and while most were held at people's homes or hotels, 
TOWER usually had his at the mission.. The parties consisted of 
drinking and poker games. WFT-11 never actually attended any of 
the poker games but heard from others that TOWER usually won and 
that the stakes were known to be high, sometimes as much as five- 
hundred dollars per raise. 


While on the staff, WFT-11 had occasion to personally 
observe TOWER drink alcohol, though he never saw him get drunk or 
out of hand. He saw him drink wine and mixed drinks (liquor) on 
numerous occasions. He knew of no illegal drug use by TOWER. 


WFT-11 is aware of an incident that happened at the 
State Department in the staff office of Ambassador towrp gnmaM-mo

that on at least one occasion TOWER used his staff for personal 
use while on government time.

WF T-10 was contacted regarding his knowledge of the 
appointee. He advised that he does not personally know Senator 
JOHN TOWER, who is currently subject to a Presidential 
appointment . 


WF T-10 advised, however, that during the period, 
approximately 1976-1977, Senator TOWER was "at a focal point of a 
network of gossip", because of allegations of his excessive 
drinking habits and womanizing. WF T-10 advised that he did not 
personally know if Senator TOWER was frequently drunk or not 
because he had never seen him drunk. He had heard that 
encounters with various female, Capitol Hill employees always 
"ended in a 'grope-date' " . WF T-10 declined to be specific as to 
what he meant by "grope-date", because, as he put it, it would be 
embarrassing for him to use the words, but went on to say that 
Senator TOWER "got sexual kicks during drinking and dining with 
women." According to WF T-10, Senator TOWER often didn't 
remember what he had done, afterwards (drinking). 

WF T-10 advised that his information, as vague as it 
might be, had to do with Senator TOWER during a period which is 
previous to his marriage to his now ex-wife. 

WF T-10 advised that he was aware of three Capitol 
Hill, female employees who had said__-.that Senator TOWER was "most 
troublesome", and "dangerous".^.,:By" Way of explanation, WF T-10 
advised that two young, female Capitol Hill employees, whom he 
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had met at a wine and cheese reception, told him that yet a third 
young woman was especially emotionally bothered by Senator 
TOWER's efforts to harass her, sexually. The two women at the 
party asked WF T-10 if this unidentified, third woman could call 
him to discuss this sexual harassment matter, because he, WF T- 
10, was very much involved in women's rights and sexual 
harassment issues. 

WF T-10 advised that he could not recall the names of 
these two women he had met at the party who had described their 
friend as a "basket-case", because he had never met them before, 
nor has he seen them since. WF T-10 has no way of helping the 
FBI develop the names of the two women he had met at the wine and 
cheese party. Neither was WF T-10 able to provide the identity 
of this woman whom he described as actually being a "basket- 
case" . 


WF T-10 went on to explain this third unidentified 
young woman did, in fact, call him on two separate occasions, 
wherein this third, unidentified woman generated the telephone 
call. Therefore, WF T-10 did not know the woman's name or how to 
contact her. After two telephonic interviews, WF T-10 came to 
the belief that the young woman was, in fact, "a basket-case". 
However, he advised that while information provided by this . 
woman, was very interesting, it was not useful with respect to 
work he was doing in the women's rights field at that time. 

WF T-10 advised that, insomuch as there was no real 
newspaper "gossip column" during that period of time, the 
telephone network among women was very important. According to 
- WF T-10, there was a "sister-hood" of women who had stories about 
Senator TOWER's modus operandi, and how they handled him (and 
others, for that matter.) WF T-10 advised that Senator TOWER was 
"a figure of fun" and was said to have frequently taken young 
women from Capitol Hill to the "cheater's paradise", which were 
identified by WF T-10 as the Rotunda and the Monocle, which were 
prominent, socially, during that time frame. WF T-10 said the 
Rotunda no longer exists and, the Monocle is still located at 107 
D Street, N.E., Washington, D.C. 

WF T-10 repeated that he wouldn't discuss what "the 
basket-case" (used here for the lack of a better, true name) said 
Senator TOWER did to her "under the table", meaning the lunch or 
restaurant table. 
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According to WF T-10, the women in this "sister-hood" 
had enlisted the help of various waiters and bus-boys, because of 
their sensitivity to the women. They would always try to arrange 
to have at least one of them stay around Senator TOWER’S table so 
as not to leave the women alone with him. 

WF T-10 advised that "everybody in town who covered 
"the Hill" knew about.. Senator TOWER and his excessive drinking 
habits and womanizing." 

WF T-10 was, however, unable to provide the specific 
names and specific locations and the contact points, to include 
telephone numbers, for persons who could further verify and 
confirm his information. 

WF T-10 stated that he had no additional specific, 
pertinent information to provide regarding Senator TOWER.

MM T-l advised on 2/4/89, he/she has known JOHN GOODWIN. TOWER 
since TOWER first came to the United States Senate, 1961-1962. 

MM T-l met TOWER at the MONOCLE RESTAURANT, 107 D Street, N.E., 
Washington, D.C. MM T-l considers TOWER to be sophisticated 
and is aware that TOWER is a connoisseur of fine wines. During 
the first 10 years of their acquaintance, MM T-l recalled that 
he/she drove TOWER home from THE MONOCLE RESTAURANT because in 
MM T-l's opinion, TOWER had had too much to drink. MM T-l does 
not consider TOWER to be an alcoholic. MM T-l has never seen 
TOWER in a situation where TOWER was. out of control and not in 
control of his faculties. MM T-l advised that TOWER would dine 
at THE MONOCLE RESTAURANT three to four times per week when the 
United States Senate was in session. Accompanying TOWER would 
be his male and female staffers; his wife; or other Senators. 

MM T-l does not know TOWER to be a philanderer and knows of no 
instance when TOWER dined at THE MONOCLE with other than his 
wife, staffers or fellow Senators. MM T-l advised that TOWER 
changed his preference for martinis to wine and for the last 
10 to 15 years, TOWER drank only wine when having a drink. 

MM T-l indicated that during the last several years, TOWER 
reduced his wine intake.

MM T-l advised he/she met subject when JOHN TOWER first came 
to the Senate in 1961-1962. He/she advised that TOWER is 
sophisticated and that he is a connoisseur of fine wines. MM T-l met 
former Senator TOWER _ in THE MONOCLE RESTAURANT, Washington, D.C. and 
has known him ever since. During the first ten years of their 
acquaintance, he/ she on three occasions drove TOWER home because in 
his/her opinion, TOWER had had too much to drink. During this period 
of time, he/ she explained that TOWER was drinking martinis. He/ she 
stated that TOWER was not abusive or drunken, nor did he appear to not 
be in control of his faculties on those occasions. He/she indicated 
that TOWER resided several miles from him/her in Bethesda, Maryland, 
and he/ she took TOWER to TOWER’S residence, which was on his/her way 
to his/her own residence. 

MM T-l does not consider TOWER to be an alcoholic and he/she 
has never seen TOWER in a situation where he was out of control and 
not in control of his faculties. He/she indicated that when the 
Senate was in session, TOWER would dine at THE MONOCLE RESTAURANT in 
the evenings three to four times a week. TOWER would generally be 
accompanied by male and female members of his staff, and sometimes by 
his wife, or other Senators. He/ she did not know TOWER to imbibe 
during the afternoon or lunch. 

MM _ T-l has met TOWER'S first and second wife, and both 
he/ she and his/her wife/husband have socialized with the TOWERs on 
several occasions during the last 25 years. He/she does not know 
TOWER to be a philanderer and to the best of his/her knowledge, knows 
of no instance when TOWER dined in THE MONOCLE RESTAURANT with other 
than his wife, staffers or other Senators. He/she indicated that 
TOWER has an ’’eye” for attractive women; however, does not know him to 
be a "skirt chaser". 

During the last 10 to 15 years, MM T-l indicated that TOWER 
has limited his social drinking to consuming only wine and during the 
last several years, he/ she _ is aware that TOWER has reduced his intake 
of wine. He/ she characterized TOWER as a man who liked to drink, but 
did not believe that TOWER drank to excess. On those three occasions 
when he/ she took TOWER home, he/ she did so based on what he/she knew 
TOWER had drunk, and not on TOWER'S physical condition. On no 
occasion did he/ she ever see TOWER in a drunken condition. 


Investigation on 2/4/B9- 
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MM T-l opined he/she has reservations about TOWER being 
considered for the position of Secretary of Defense based on TOWER'S 
experience; not his drinking. He/ she believes that TOWER can perform 
the job of Secretary of Defense; however, thinks the job should go to 
an ( individual who is an industrialist and who has experience running a 
major corporation as opposed to an individual with TOWER'S background. 

MM T-l suggested that former staffers of TOWER be 
interviewed regarding TOWER'S fitness to be Secretary of Defense. 
He/she could recall no names specifically of former staffers and could 
suggest no other person to interview pertaining to TOWER.
